NEW YORK, Nov. 3—(P)—A 
partial itinerary for the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor’s United States 
tour was revealed today by their 
official representatives here, with 
Hollywood and Florida definitely 
ruled off the time table. 

At least the first two weeks of 
this modern “grand tour,” now 
arranged to span 37 days, would 
be spent on the eastern seaboard 
from upper New York probably as 
far south as Atlanta. 

But no farther. Florida and 
Hollywood were described as es- 
sentially “pleasure spots” by the 
former British monarch’s spokes- 
men (Arthur Kudner, Inc.) and, 
therefore, were not included in the 
itinerary. The Windsors were com- 
ing, so the Duke had said, on a 
serious mission to study working 
and housing conditions in indus- 
trial areas.

DR. A. W. CALHOUN 
DIES AT HIS OFFICE 


Heart Attack Is Fatal to 
Emory Faculty Member 
and Noted Physician. 


Dr. Abner ‘Wellborn Calhoun, 
40, Atlanta physician and faculty 
member of Emory University 
Medical School, died unexpected- 
ly yesterday morning of a heart 
attack. He was stricken about 11 
o’clock while at his office in the 
Medical Arts building. His home 
is at 106 Inman Circle. 

Born in Atlanta April 9, 1897, 
Dr. Calhoun was the son of the 
late Judge Andrew- E. Calhoun 
and Mrs. Carobel Heidt Calhotn. 
Mrs. Calhoun died October 21. 

He attended Boys’ High school 
here and later was a student at 
the University of Georgia. He was 
graduated in 1919. He _ studied 
medicine at Harvard University 
Medical School and became a doc- 
tor of medicine in 1923. 

Dr. Cathoun served his interne- 
ships at Boston hospital and Peter 
Bent Brigham hospital, at Boston, 
Mass. He then became resident 
physician at Grady hospital. 

In 1928 he began private prac- 
tice of medicine. 

Active in local, state and na- 
tional medical circles, Dr. .Cal- 
houn was a charter member of the 
Atlanta Clinical Society, a mem- 
ber ‘of the Fulton County Medical 
Society, the Medical Association of 
Georgia and the American Medi- 
cal Association. 

Dr. Calhoun was second lieu- 
tenant of the army aviation corps. 
He was trained at Kelly field, San 
Antonio, Texas. 

Surviving are three brothers, 
James V. Calhoun, of Atlanta; An- 
drew B. Calhoun, of Anderson, S. 
C., and John Calhoun, of San An- 
tonio, Texas; an aunt, Mrs. A. W. 
Calhoun, of Atlanta; and several 
uncles.

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‘Lung’ Victim Finds Lite Is Good; 
Smaller Respirator Being Devised 


MIAMI BEACH, Fila., Nov. 3.—¢?“and I'll tell you why. 


(P)—Fred B. Snite Jr. has been 
living in an iron lung for 19 
months but he finds, life interest- 
ing, he said today. “I have a lot 
of time to figure things out.” 

The 27-year-old infantile pa- 
ralysis victim laughed and joked 
as he played chess with his father, 
drank water through a glass tube 
and read his fan mail for cam- 
eramen. The breathing device in 
which he traveled from China by 
way of Chicago, was rolled out on 
the sun patio of his father’s es- 
tate for the occasion. 

“Freddie, do you find life inter- 
esting?” asked Dennis R, Scanlan, 
who is experimenting with a 
smaller respirator for the invalid. 

“I sure do,” said young Snite, 


I have 
a lot of time to figure things out 
and most of the other fellows 
don’t.” 

The smaller respirator was test- 
ed on Snite for the first time 
Monday and found to need changes. 
It consists of an aluminum hood, 
cushioned in soft rubber, that fits 
over the patient’s chest and stom- 
ach, leaving the head, arms and 
legs exposed. The present lung, 
a half-ton steel cylinder, encases 
the entire body below the neck. 

If further research should prove 
the aluminum lung practicable, 
Snite could be placed on a table 
and tilted at various angles. Scan- 
lan made a plaster mold of Snite’s 
torso and planned alterations of 
the device.

Cotton Crop 
Seen tor 1937 


Economists Predict Decline 
in Price To Be Offset 
by Production. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—(4)— 
Cotton growers will receive a gross 
income of about $1,000,000,000 
from this year’s crop despite low 
prices, government economists 
predicted today. 

They said a decline in prices 
from nearly 15 cents a pound early 
this year to about 8 cents recently 


would be offset somewhat by the 
42 per cent increase in the 1937 
production over 1936. 


Expected to Exceed 1936. 


Income from the 1937 crop “is 
expected to equal or exceed” fhe 
1936 figure which the economists 
estimated at $987,100,000. 

The estimates. made by the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics, 
included money received from ac- 
tual sale of cotton and cottonseed. 
from the loan and subsidy program 
on this year’s crop, and from pay- 
ments under the 1937 soil conser- 
vation program. 

The bureau estimated gross in- 
come to producers from recent 
cotton crops as follows: 1932, 
$464,300,000; 1933, $896,100,000; 
a $822,200,000; 1935, $858,000,- 

The bureau, in summarizing the 
“eotton outlook for 1938,” forecast 
these trends: 

Production Reduction. 

A probably sharp reduction in 
production in this country. 

A decline in the amount of cot- 
ton consumed in this country, 
compared with the record domes- 
tic mill consumption for the 12 
months ended with July. 

A possible increase in foreign 
consumption of American cotton, 
which has been decreasing in re- 
cent years.

TWO TRIES TO KIL 
STALIN REVEALED 


Shots_Fired at Boat and 
Gunmen Attempt Am- 
bush, Trial of 13 Shows. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 3.—(4)—Dis- 
closure of two attempts to assas- 
sinate Joseph Stalin, general sec- 
retary of the Communist party, 
was reported today in the Tiflis 
newspaper, “Dawn of the East.” 

It said details of the plots 
against Stalin’s life in 1933 and 
1935 were given in the trial at 
Sukhumi of 13 prominent politi- 
cians of the Abkhazian republic, in 
Georgia, on the Black sea. 

Shots were fired in 1933 at the 
boat in which Stalin was cruising 


in Putsunda bay but the attack 
failed because of the distance; in 
1935, gunmen planned to ambush 
him but arrived too late. 

The Abkhazian defendants who 
faced death sentences were accus- 
ed of taking orders from an al- 
leged Troskyist center in Moscow. 

They were reported to have con- 
fessed to a plot to kill Stalin and 
Laventry Berya, secretary of the 
Communist party in Georgia, with 
the objective of separating Abk- 
hazia from the Soviet Union and 


ist republic “under protection of a 
foreign power.” 

The defendants included Mik- 
hail and Vassili. Lakoba, relatives 
of the late Nestor Lakoba, a for- 
mer president of Abkhazia.

24-Hour Duty Staff Will

NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—(4)—Dis- 
trict Attorney-Elect Thomas E. 
Dewey, one-time choir singer who 
won national fame as a “racket 
buster,” tonight announced plans 


for putting the prosecutor’s office 
“on the tail of the police wagon.” 
When he takes office on January 
1, he said, the staff will be re- 
organized on a 24-hour basis, with 
investigators ready to speed to the 
scene of every crime committed in 
Manhattan borough, day or night, 
Sundays and holidays included. 
Dewey’s technique will be to 
get the evidence while it is “hot,” 
and rush it before a grand jury.

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TUESDAY’S ELECTION RESULTS 

The chief significance in the elections held 
throughout the country Tuesday is in the de- 
feat of ClO-supported candidates in Ohio and 
Michigan and the crushing blow dealt to Tam- 
many in the overwhelming re-election of Mayor 
LaGuardia and the sweeping victory of Thomas 
E. Dewey for district attorney. 

Ohio and Michigan were centers of the labor 
troubles precipitated by the CIO last spring 
and Tammany’s defeat is their second consec- 
utive loss at the polls. 

In those races where.the CIO was a pre- 
dominant factor, the voters made plain that 
the majority of American citizens have no sym- 
pathy for an organization which employs the 
tactics which have been typical of the group 
headed by John L. Lewis. : 

The CIO has resorted to violence too often, 
it has too frequently violated its own agree- 
ments and it is too radical in its theories to 
win the support of any considerable proportion 
of American voters. Revolution, to which CIO 
tactics point, is repugnant to a nation which 
governs itself through the ballot. 

In New York the fiery, vitriolic LaGuardia, 
re-elected mayor, delivered a serious blow to 
Tammany Hall as it is now constituted. 

Because it was the friendship of Tammany 
Hall which helped, more than any other north- 
ern influence, to bring an end to carpetbag gov- 
ernment in the south after the close of the 
War Between the States, there has always been 
a sentimental interest in Tammany in this sec- 
tion of the country. ’ 

Despite this sympathy, however, it has been 
plain of recent years that Tammany Hall would 
have to clean house if it was to retain the re- 
spect and support of a majority of the elec- 
torate. This Tammany refused, or at least neg- 
lected, to do, with the inevitable result that 
the organization has been removed from a posi- 
tion of power in Gotham politics. 

Tammany has become synonymous with 
municipal graft and corruption and, until it re- 
forms itself upon lines which will command the 
respect of good citizens, it is well that the con- 
trol of New York City politics will remain out 
of its grasp. 

Linked with the downfall of Tammany is the 
fact that the new Manhattan district attorney, 
Dewey, won his public recognition because of 
his successful fight against racketeering in New 
York. No man has done more to smash the 
organized extortion gangs who preyed upon 
legitimate business. 


SPAIN AND THE AMERICAS 

The United States Department of State fol- 
lowed a wise course when it refused to join a 
group of Latin-American nations in a proffer 
of arbitration opportunity to the belligerents in 
strife-torn Spain. The proposal was made by 
the Cuban government. 

There is sound basis, in sentiment at any 
rate, for any reasonable effort by the nations 
of Spanish descent, in Central and South Amer- 
ica, to end the civil struggle ineSpain. It is 
but natural that nations which consider Spain 
their own motherland should be dismayed by 
the horrors of modern war now inflicted upon 
that ancient land and should be eager, if pos- 
sible, to enact the role of peacemaker. 

The United States, however, would be plac- 
ing itself in a precarious position if it took any 
part, other than that of a well-wisher, in any 
such move. Naturally, this country and all its 
citizens would rejoice to see peace return to 
Spain, and to co-operate in any way with our 
sister republics in Latin America, but inter- 
vention in the, struggle between Spanish Loyal- 
ists and Insurgents is emphatically not a prop- 
er role for the United States. 

In addition to diplomatic dangers in Eu- 
rope, this country would face peril to its present 


happy relations with other nations on the 
American continents. The United States has 
no heritage of Spanish descent. This nation is 
an offshoot of other national stocks. By that 
very fact there would be the danger, if it took 
part in a movement based upon Spanish origin, 
of suspicion by others of its motives.

Norman H. Davis, United States delegate to 
the nine-power conference which opened yes- 
terday at Brussels, outlines clearly in his intro- 
ductory speech the purposes of this nation in 
joining with other powers to discuss means of 
bringing the present warfare bewteen Japan 
and China to an end. 


Declaring that America enters the confer- 


ence with no commitments other than those 


embodied in treaty provisions and the princi- 
ples of peace which this government has re- 
peatedly affirmed, Mr. Davis pledges only that 
“The government of the United States is pre- 
pared to share in the common efforts to de- 
vise, within the scope of these treaty provi- 


sions and principles, a means of finding a pa-' 


cific solution which will provide for terminating 
hostilities in the Far East and for restoring 
peace in that area.” 

Mr. Davis thus makes plain that the United 
States takes no greater responsibility for the 
conference than any other of the nine powers, 
but that this country is willing to work on an 
equal footing with all others toward a solution 
of the Sino-Japanese conflict. 

It is significant that Mr. Davis confines the 
intéfest of the United States within the scope 
of the treaty provisions. There is a common, 
but mistaken, belief that the signatory nations 
to the nine-power treaty “guaranteed” the ter- 
ritorial integrity of China. The treaty merely 


involves an agreement to “respect” the ter- 


ritorial “integrity of China, a far different 
matter. 

Japan, of course, has violated the treaty by 
not respecting that territorial integrity, but 
there is no “pledge” which would commit the 
other signatories to protect China against de- 
spoliation by the Japanese, or any other at- 
tacking power. 

Mr. Davis devotes much of his speech to the 
theme that whatever disrupts peaceful human 
relationships in any part of the closely inter- 
woven world of today directly affects the well- 
being of every citizen of every country. He de- 
clares that, not only for humanitarian reasons, 
but for economic reasons bearing directly upon 
the well-being of all the world, every effort must 
be put forth to arrive at an answer to the Far 
Eastern problem. 

He points out that developments of recent 
years have affirmed the faith expressed in the 
nine-power treaty that China can reform and 
rebuild her own people without outside inter- 
ference and declares that the future well being 
of both Japanese and Chinese depend upon 


_ friendly co-operation between the two nations. 


The American delegate’s speech launches the 
Brussels conference upon a note of realism and 
understanding and, if this atmosphere can be 
retained, it holds forth real hope of a happy 
outcome to the deliberations. It is also gratify- 
ing to the United States, which is anxious above 
all things that this country not become em- 
broiled with Japan,‘or any other nation, that 
Mr. Davis indicates, at least by inference, that 
we will not take the lead in whatever action 
results from the conference, but will merely 
co-operate on an equal footing with the other 
powers in any acceptable program. The United 
States under no circumstances, will consent to 
play the role of cat’s-paw, to take the onus of 
intervention in the Far Eastern dispute. 


AS TO WINE AND BEER LICENSES 

City council is to be commended for its 
action in following the recommendations of the 
police committee on revocation and issuance of 
licenses to sell wine and beer. 

Georgia has legalized the sale of wine and 
beer under certain conditions. This move was 
wise and results have shown its wisdom wher- 
ever the intent, as well as the letter of the law 
has been followed. 

By legalizing these comparatively innocuous 
beverages the state dealt a blow at the boot- 
legging industry, which, admittedly, is the back- 
bone of organized crime in Atlanta and other 
cities of Georgia. 

Only, however, by rigid control of establish- 
ments licensed to dispense these beverages can 
the full purpose of the law be realized. It is 
the duty of local authorities to see that sales 
of wine and beer are not permitted in places 
with bad reputation as gathering centers for 
undesirable charactersgor as bootleggers of out- 
lawed hard liquors. 

The police committee is the proper body to 
investigate all applicants for wine and beer 
licenses and to recommend revocation of the 
permit for cause, when advisable. City council, 
in accepting the recommendations of that com- 
mittee, backed up with its authority a group of 
men who are, at best, faced with a difficult and 
too often thankless duty. 

Legalization of wine, beer and, it is to be 
hoped, eventually whisky, is the best way to 
handle the drinking problem, but it can be suc- 
cessful only when adequate regulations for its 
control are adopted and are rigidly enforced, 
without fear or favoritism. The police com- 
mittee now knows, by the action of council, that 
its work to make Atlanta a better and safer 
place in which to live will bear fruit and is not 
wasted effort, to be rendered useless at the 
whim of politics.

A significant preview of the fu- 
ture is contained in the vote by age 
groups. The younger generation— 
those persons between the ages of 
18 Snd 24—have grown up in a 
period during which the power of , 
the presidency has increased tre- 
mendously. They have apparently 
grown accustomed to this trend be- 
cause they take an attitude quite 
different from that of their elders. 
A large majority of the younger 
voters (66%) say Roosevelt’s poli- 
cies are not leading to dictatorship, 
whereas voters at the other end of 
life—55 years and over—are al- 
— evenly divided on this ques- 
ion. 

Likewise a smaller percentage 
of young voters believe Roosevelt’s 
power should be reduced. It seems 
clear that the young generation 
looks to a different type of chief 
executive than the present elder 
generation has been accustomed

_ He predicted that by 1890, 50,- 
000,000 Chinese, Japanese and 
other Orientals would immigrate 
to these shores, and said that if 
another civil war should come it 
would be due to the discontent of 
those people over the denial of 
suffrage and other political rights 
or to the proclivity of ‘the Latin 
Americans for revolutions and 
pronunciamentoes. A civil war 
arising from the aspirations of the 
Oriental races among us would be 
a long one, he thought, and might 
cause a change in our form of 
government, but the Latin Amer- 
icans would be put down in a war 
“short, sharp and decisive,” which 
—— put an end to their ambi- 
ons. 


Oligarchy “A mote reasonable 
cause for concern 
Of Wealth ;, regard to the sta- 
bility of our form of government,” 
the doctor wrote, “May be found 
in the tendency of an oligarchy of 
wealth and political power in. our 
great cities and the fearful cor- 
ruption of the ballot which now 
exists. If a man of large wealth, 
devoid of principle, can, by alien 
votes, repeating or fraudulent nat- 
uralization, attain to power in city, 
county or state, if he can bribe 
the legislatures, purchase influ- 
ence or control the judiciary, he 
may not find it difficult to reach 
the presidency and make himself 
president for life, king, emperor 
or autocrat. 

“Our greatest danger as a na- 
tion is to be found in the knavery 
of those railroad kings and chiefs 
of rings who will employ money to 
secure irresponsible power. . Yet 
the checks and balances of” our 
system are so admirable that we 
may fairly hope that our present 
form of government may be con- 
tinued for a hundred years. The 
President then will have a hun- 


dred states under his sway. The} th 


cares will be such as few men will 
be able to endure, and the cabinet 
officers must be more fully re- 
sponsible to the national legisla- 
ture,” 

Dr. Brockett then spoke of gross 
intoxication in the senate and said 
that unless there was some change 
in the method of selecting senators 
eventually there would be enacted 
on the floor the scenes of folly, 
depravity and brutality which 
previously had been confined . to 
the lower house.

further said: 
Lawmakers «within a few 
years it has had among its mem- 
bers murderers, gamblers, prize 
fighters, swindlers and thieves and 
has been named “The National 
Beer Garden.” The judiciary 
probably will undergo less change 
than any other department. It 
would be a sad thing if the justices 
of the supreme court should ever 
come to. be brawling political 
partisans and demagogues or 
bribe-takers or degrade their posi- 
tion by unworthy motive or act. 
It might be well, too, that they 
should not adhere too slavishly to 
precedents, but remember that 
there are cases where it is the duty 
of the judge to make precedents. 
Rigid adherence to precedents laid 
down in other countries at other 
times has been a great defect in 
our higher courts, state and na- 
tional.” ‘ 

Dr. Brockett envisioned a great 
increase in the use of petroleum 
for lighting, lubrication and engine 
fuel, but his imagination didn’t 
quite picture the automoble and 
airplane, although he did flick 
aviation lightly with a vague ref- 
erence to “some practical method 
of aerolocomotion.” He oyerlook- 
ed the first world war, and this 
country’s participation and radio 
were beyond him. 

And, oh yes, Dr. Brockett 
thought that the advocates of 
women’s suffrage would overdo 
their campaign and cause a reac- 
tion which for at least a hundred 
years would stand off the menace 
of this social and political degra- 
dation. Otherwise, he thought, fe- 
male servants and prostitutes 
would be bought up and voted by

QUESTIONS I’VE BEEN ASKED. 
Do you know-how the Old Test- 
tament compares in number of 
words with the New Testament? 
Personally, I’ve never gone to 
the trouble of counting them, but 
Dr. Thomas Hartwell Horne in his 
book, “An Introduction to the Crit- 
ical Study and Knowledge of the 
Holy Scriptures,” says that an 
anonymous writer in the eight- 
eenth century spent three years 


‘of his life compiling much minute 


of tge Bible under the title of the 


“Oh¥ and New Testament Dissect- 
ed 99 


of tf BP of the English version 
According to this compiler’s fig- 
ures, there are 592,439 words in 
the Old Testament and 181,253 in 
the New Testament. 
He has also even gone so far 


‘as to reduce it to the number of 
‘letters in each, there being, ac-/, 
‘cording to his 
‘letters in the Old Testament, as 


figures, 2,728,800 
against 838,380 in the New Tes- 


tament. 

And since figures are fascinat- 
ing to many people, he presents 
some most interesting ones on the 
number of books, chapters and 
verses in each as follows: Thirty- 
nine books in the Old Testament 
and 27 in the New Testament; 
929 chapters in the Old and 260 
in the New Testament; 23,214 
verses in the Old Testament and 
7,959 in the New. (If you doubt his 
word, count them yourself.) 

He also says that the word Lord 
occurs 6,855 times in the’Old Tes- 
tament and points out that the 
middle chapter and the shortest 
one in the Bible is Psalms 117 and 
the shortest verse in the Old Tes- 
tament is I Chronicles 1:25. 

Also interesting to note is the 
fact that four verses of the 107th 
Psalm are exactly alike, namely, 
the 8th, 15th, 21st and 3st.

Among my _ good friends in 


Stratford-on-Avon is Mrs. Ger- 
trude Asquith. For more than 20 
years she has been an invalid, not 
able to walk, but she has kept a 
friendly and cheerful spirit. While 
I was visiting her the o*her day, 
she pointed out a picture of Shake- 
speare, which hangs in her room. 


“Some time ago,” she said, “a 
lady who had come to see me 
looked at Shakespeare’s picture 
and asked, ‘Is that a picture of 
your husband?’ I did not tell her 
whose picture it was but found a 
photograph of my husband to 
show her.” 

Shakespeare died 321 years ago. 
A number of pictures of him ex- 
ist, and at least one or two of 
them are believed to be good por- 
traits of him, as he looked while 
he was alive. After he died, a 
“death mask” was made-of his 
face. 

Mrs. Asquith wrote a note to 
a friend asking that I be allowed 
to go through a certain house in 
Stratford-on-Avon.

His work 
as an actor and as a writer of 
plays had brought him a small 
fortune, as well as a great deal 
of fame.

At Opening of 9-Power Session 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—(AP)— 
The State Department made pub- 
lic today the following text of the 
speech of Norman H. Davis, Amer-' 
ican delegate, at the opening of 
the nine-power conference at 
Brussels: 


We have come to this confer- 
ence to collaborate in efforts to- 


wards an objective for which all 
peoples and all governments 
should strive. That objective is 
peace. 

Sixteen years ago there assem- 
bled at Washington the delegates 
to a conference which had been 
called for the limitation of arma- 
ments and to find a solution of 
Pacific and Far Eastern prob- 
lems of international concern, 
and thereby to safeguard peace 
in the Far East. After a few 
months of careful consideration 
of the problems involved, those 
delegates signed a number of in- 
ter-related agreements and reso- 
lutions which, it was believed, 
would assure the legitimate 
rights and interests of all the 
countries represented, which pro- 
vided for various common and 
reciprocal concessions and which 


f\-committed the signatories to pur- 
/ sue policies of peace. 


In that group of agreements 


‘was a treaty relating to princi- 
| Jples and policies to be followed 


‘in matters concerning China. 
That treaty dealt with questions 
which are fundamental; it reaf- 
firmed principles to which most 
of the signatories had already— 
some repeatedly — committed 
themselves; it- specified not only 
what should be the obligations of 


relations are impaired or tkeak 
down, nations are ivoud into 
varying degrees of reliance upon 
their own resources and, conse- 
quently, into a further lowering 
of their living standards. 
BREAKDOWN BRINGS 
THREAT TO PEACE 
Unfortunately the breakdown 
of the processes of international 
trade and financial relations may 
occur as a result of other causes 
than armed conflict. For reasons 
which I need not enumerate here, 
nations may elect to embark upon 
policies directed toward econom- 
ic self-sufficiency or toward se- 
curing immediate though narrow 
advantages, thus. foregoing the 
broad and cumulative benefits 
which trade released from ex- 
cessive restraint will yield. Such 
policies in themselves create con- 
ditions conducive to a threat to 
peace. The world has witnessed 
during the past few years the 
emergence of such conditions and 
the unfolding of the vicious spir- 
al of economic warfare, polit- 
ical tension, competitive arma- 
ments and actual armed conflict. 
In the particular circumstan- 
ces with which we are confronted 
at the present conference, our ob- 
jective is the restoration of peace 
and stability in an extraordinar- 
ily important region of the world. 
But as we seek earnestly the 
means of attaining these objec- 
tives, let us keep in our minds 
also the pressing need for con-

WPA PRODS FULTON

Agency Ready To To Construct

Immediate construction of ap- 
proximately 17 miles of sewers in 
the metropolitan system at an esti- 
mated cost of $371,458, was con- 
sidered yesterday by Robert L.

MacDougall said the WPA was 
ready to place between 1,700 aad 
2,000 workers on the projects as 
soon as the city and county ironed 
out differences over what propor- 
tion of materials should be fur- 
nished by the county. 

Since most of the sewers in the 
projects proposed for immediate 
construction are designed to serve 
county districts principally, it was 
.expected the county will make 
every effort to co-operate. 

Another $600,000 Line. 

Efforts to begin work on an- 
other $600,000 sewer line also are 
being made, he said. 

Projects that will be begun as 
soon as materials and equipment 
are furnished are: 

1. The south Utoy line, 10 miles 
long, at an estimated cost of $197,- 
808. This will serve sections of 
East Point. 

2. Eagan sewer line, 16,800 feet 
waar which will cost about $105,- 


3. The Decatur-Druid Hills line, 
reaching from the northern bound- 
y of Decatur to the Peachtree 
reek sewer line. It will be 6,- 
i feet long and will cost $36,-

On a study tour covering the 
greater part of the south, Dr. Par- 
ran, who is leading the crusade 
against syphilis, departed last 
night for Brunswick, Ga., where 
he will continue his study of the 
state’s health problems. 

Dr. Parran is credited with the 
new attitude toward 
“syphilis” and with causing the 
nation to become conscious of its 
social diseases. The surgeon gen- 
eral announced much progress is 
being made in the control of the 
disease. 

Grady Work Lauded. 

Praising the work of Dr. James 
R. McCord in giving blood tests 
to pregnant women at Grady hos- 
pital; Dr. Parran said the clinic is 
receiving national attention. 

“It is in pregnant women that 
we have the greatest opportunity 
for life-saving,” the physician de- 
clared.. “With proper treatment 
the chances are 10 to 1 that a 
healthy baby will be born, but 
without such treatment the odds 
are strongly in favor of a syphilitic 
or dead child.” 

Dr. Parran referred to the ex- 
tensive work in the control of 
syphilis being carried on in three 
counties surrounding Brunswick.

thought and the activities of vast 
groups of human beings. Within 
a few generations, Japan has un- 
dergone a great transformation 
and both Occident and Orient 
have witnessed and been ir- 
pressed by admirable achieve- 
ments effected by the Japanese 
people. 

At the Washington conference, 
the governments there represent- 
ed, after careful consideration 
of the situation in the Far East, 
adopted the view that the Chinese 
people possessed the capacity to 
establish a new order.

During 
the years which have since 
elapsed, especially the more re- 
cent years the Chinese have made 
rapid progress along a céursé 
which tends to confirm the faith 
on which the nine-power treaty 
was founded.

Peace once envisaged only by 
idealists has become a practical 
matter of vital self-interest to 
every nation. The day has long 
since gone by when the effects of 
an armed conflict are confined to 
participants. It is all teo appar- 
ent that under modern conditions 
the human and material sacri- 
fices and the moral ahd spiritual 
costs exacted by the use of arm- 
ed force not only fall as a heavy 
and often-times crushing burden 
upon the nations directly involv- 
ed in the conflict, but have grave 
repercussions upon all nations of 
the world.

As a result of the amazing de- 
velopments in science and indus- 
try, there has come about an in- 
terdependence among nations as 
a result of which the effects of 
any major disturbance are felt 
everywhere. As our modern civ- 
ilization has evolved, as it has 
developed new methods = and 
processes, as it has raised the 
standard of living of hundreds of 
millions of human beings all over 
the world, it has become increas- 
ingly sensitive to shock. A dislo- 
cation in any part of its inter-re- 
lated mechanism throws other 
parts out of gear.

Unfortunately, Japan 
China have come into conflict 
and have resorted to hostilities. 
These hostilities have steadily in- 
creased in scope and intensity. 
Not only have they destroyed 
many Chinese and Japanese lives 
and much Chinese and Japanese 
property,.but they have at some 
places taken and at many places 
endangered lives of nationals of 
other countries; they have de- 
stroyed property of nationals of 
other countries; they have dis- 
rupted communications; they 
have disturbed and _ interfered 
with the commerce of practical- 
ly all nations that are engaged 
in international trade; and they 
have shocked and aroused the 
peoples of all nations. Such hos- 
tilities are of concern not only 
to the countries engaged in them; 
they have affected and they are 
detrimentally affecting the whole 
world. 

We are here with a common 
concern and a common purpose 
and our effort to deal with the 
situation must be constructive. 

We come to this conference to 
study with our colleagues the 
problems which concern us.

We 
believe that co-operation between 
Japan and China is essential to 
the best interests of those two 
countries and to peace through- 
out the world.

If Japan 
and China are to co-operate it 
must be as friends and as equals 
and not as enemies. 


PROBLEMS MUST 
BE SOLVED 


The problems underlying Sino- 
Japanese relations must be solv- 
ed on a basis that is fair to each 
and acceptable to both. It is not 
only in the interests of China and 
Japan that hositilities be prompt- 
ly terminated and that the dif- 
ferences between them be peace- 
fully composed, but it is in the 
interest of the community of na- 
tions as a whole. The longer the 
present hostilities continue the 
more difficult will a constructive 
solution become, the more harm- 
ful will be their effects upon 
Sino-Japanese relations and upon 
the world andthe more will gen- 
eral peace and stability be endan- 
gered.

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HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


SOFT, SMOOTH AND CLEAR. 
A dry, rough, irritable and lus- 


treless skin (xerosis, xeroderma) 
is generally improved by the reg- 
peng application of a suitable skin 


While freshly made cold cream 
(the directions for making have 
already been given) is standard 
for the purpose, many victims of 
xerosis prefer the daily use of 
some simple neutral bland oil such 
as olive oil, “almond oil, coconut 
oil (obtained from the meat of 
the coconut, fruit of the coconut 
palm), cacao oil (commonly 
known as “cocoa butter,” the yel- 
lowish fat obtained from the seeds 
of the cacao tree,- called “cocoa 
beans” or “cocoa nibs,” from 
which chocolate is obtained) and 
sesame oil, 

Sesame oil (officially Oleum Se-., 
sami, commonly called teel oil, 
benne oil or oil of til) is expressed 
from the seeds of the benne plant 
which grows in the southern states 
and in India. It is as nutritious 
and digestible as olive oil. The 

oil has two properties that give it 

re-eminence in cosmetology — it 

eeps long without becoming ran- 
cid and it does not clog the skin as 
do other oils. A few drops daily 
of the following preparation wil: 
be found an excellent conditioner 
for the skin: 

Skin Oil. 

Heat moderately for three hours 
in a double boiler or water bath 
four ounces of sesame oil with 20 
grains of powdered benzoin. ‘Then 
let cool, add 20 drops of 190 proof 
alcohol, stir well and finally filter 
or strain through silk. 

Xerosis or xeroderma is known 
as ichthyosis (fishskin disease, al- 
ligator hide) when it is so pro- 
nounced as to have a scaly ap- 
pearance. Back of the elbows, 
outer surfaces of knees and calves 
aré common situations of ichthyo- 
sis. The skin in the affected areas 
is dry, harsh, rough, scaly, and in 
some instances shows a furfur- 
aceous desquamation or peeling of 
dry scales. It looks sallow and 
“dirty. ” It is most troublesome 
in winter and in colder climates. 

The daily application of Skin 
Oil, and avoidance of soap and 
other irritants, controls the trou- 
ble in mild cases. In more obsti- 
nate cases ichthyosis requires 
medical treatment, regulation of 
faulty function of ductless glands, 
alkaline baths, sunbaths and an 
optimal daily ration of the sun- 
shine vitamin (vitamin D). 

The addition of 30 grains of sali- 
cylic acid to the four ounces of 
skin oil as already described, 
makes a more effective application 
for patches of “alligator hide” 
about elbows or knees.

Whenever I have a tooth ex- 
tracted it bleeds away into the 
night. Would calcium lactate tab- 
lets help this? (Miss S. L.) 

Answer—Perhaps. At least 
harmless to try taking 10 grains 
(two five-grain tablets) of calcium 
lactate after meals three times a 
day for several days or weeks 
prior to the o ration and continue 
taking them for a week afterward, 
along with an optimal daily ration 
of vitamin D to promote utiliza- 
tion of calcium. This tends to 
shorten coagulation or clotting 
time of the blood. Application of 
electrodesiccation or electrocoagu- 
lation (diathermy) to bleeding 
point has proved an efficient 
means of stopping such oozing in 


bleeders.

ANSWER: 

Brother, before you go com- 
pletely nuts and are incapable 
of using your head in a crisis, 
get this thought clearly estab- 
lished in your mind. There are 
just two ways in which a man 
can manage his wife: one is for 
him to make her love him so 
much that her first, last and 
only desire is to please him; the 
other is for him to make her 
afraid to defy him. It takes a 
good man to do either.

| Wyckoff, of Tech. Chlorine gas 1s 
‘used to eliminate the plant from 
pure water. 

Tests run at Tech revealed that 
Atlanta water is purer than dis- 
tilled water, having less mineral 
in it than distilled water samples, 
it was said. 

“Students” at the school, num- 
bering more than 200, are to visit 
the city’s waterworks shops on 
Hemphill avenue this afternoon to 
study Atlanta methods. 

The school is sponsored annual- 
ly by the State Department of 
Health, the Georgia Water and 
Sewage Plant Operators’ Associa- 
tion, and Georgia Tech. Classes 
in the four-day session are held 
at Tech.

BERRY URGES PEACE! 


Air Collisions at Candler 


Field 


Held Constant Danger Under Setup 


Manager Gray Points Out Vital Need of Central Control 
Tower To Aid Planes in Landing; Longer Runways 
Also Termed Imperative. 


Danger of air planes colliding 
as they land at Candler field was 
pointed cut to Mayor Hartsfield 
yesterday by Jack Gray, manager 
of the municipal airport. 

Gray said the city’s field does 
not have a control tower or a 
broadcasting station which would 
enable men on the field to direct 
the landing of big planes. 


He recommended a control tow- 
er be erected and equipped and 
also that the city condemn land 
necessary to lengthen runways to 
care for new and heavier planes 
which are now being operated by 
commercial lines, 


“We have six planes arriving 
and five departing within an hour 
each midnight,” Gray said. “The 
commercial companies keep in 
touch with their planes by radio 
and, of course, every effort to 
avoid collisions is made. But with- 
out a central control tower, there 
is always great danger that two 
big planes may smash into one 
another when both fly into the 
field at the same level and at- 
tempt to land.” . 


Narrow Escapes Cited. 

He said there have been “a 
number of very narrow escapes 
already” at Candler field, 

“When two fast planes come 
within 200 or 300 feet of each 
other without either pilot being 
aware of the other plane, that is 
a close shave,” Gray asserted. This 
has happened several times here 
and many times at other airports. 

Gray said the Department of 
Commerce is anxious to enlarge 
its staff here, having already des- 
ignated Atlanta as one of the gov- 


ernment contro! stations. He said 
if the control tower can he built 
at the field, the Department of 
Commerce will immediately en- 
large its staff by 24 men, bring- 
ing an additional pay roll of more 
than $4,000 a month to Atlanta. 

He pictured the control tower 
built into the present municipal 
airport headquarters. The cost, he 
estimated, would be about $25,000. 

Price Unsatisfactory. 

Gray said efforts of Paul Chip- 
man, city investigator, to secure 
land for building additional run- 
ways had been unsuccessful be- 
cause owners of the property 
would not consider the price of- 
fered by the city. 

He urged that condemnation 
proceedings be taken against some 
30 or 40 acres of land adjoining 
Candler field. This would be suf- 
ficient to lengthen runways to the 
footage required by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce for safety in 
landing big planes. 

“We hope to obtain federal aid 
in building the runways when we 
get the land,” he said. 

Plane Increase Considered. 

Gray pointed out Candler field 
has 24 scheduled arrivals and de- 
parture by commercial air lines 
every day and added that the com- 
panies are thinking of increasing 
the. number of planes in service 
through Atlanta. | 

“Besides, hundreds of army and 
navy planes land at our airport 
every month en route from one 
training field to another,” he said. 

More than 5,000 persons travel- 
ing by air passed through Can- 
dler field last month, Gray as- 
serted.
